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Statement By Shaw 
Seeks To Explain 
Mixup On New Law 


Reports on the new law af. 
fecting constables needs some 
straightening out, according to 
State Senator Stanford C. 
Shaw. 


“It has been stated that a 
new law has been passed by 
the State Legislature which 
does away with 25 constable’s 
and two marshal’s positions 
as_ elective offices and puts 
thém under Civil Service in- 
stead,” Sen. Shaw said. 


“While this is what the bill 
stated in substance when it 
was originally submitted to 
the Legislature, I amended 
the bill in the State Senate to 
provide that constables’ posi- 
tions in each judicial district 
will remain elective until the 
people of a particular district

Shaw add- 
ed. 


Amendment Added 


The San Bernardino County 
Senator said he tacked on the 
amendment requiring an elec- 
tion for a number of reasons: 
“First, I am of the impres- 
sion that the people do not 
want their legislators to go to 
Sacramento and pass statutes 
that take away their nght to 
elect various officials. Particu- 
larly so when the proposed 
change for a particular office 
has not been widely discussed 
; in the community. I also feel 
| that most people would like to 
have the opportunity to vote 
| on the matter of doing away 
with established election 


rights. Moreover, there is a i 
te be said for an elected con- 
Stable as against an appoint- 
ed ane under Civil Service. 
Other things equal, the elect- 
ed official is apt to be more 
active in community affairs 
and responsive te the wishes 
of his constituents. 


“One story has it that all 
of the constables, with excep- 
tion of one, supported the bill 
in its original form, without 
my amendment about an elec- 
tion. The fact of the matter 
is that it was extremely hard 


“Tt appeatec from thie fet 
ter that what the constables 
were afraié of was that the 
county would put them under 
the Civil Department of the 
Sheriff's office, and that m the 
case of those over 60 vears of 
age, they would not be eligible 
es either peace officers or 
civil emploves, so they would 
lose their jobs. However, I 
have a Legisiative Counsel's 
opinion to the effect that 
counties cannot make such a 
change without a special bill 
being passed at Sacramento
